On March 20, 2020, at approximately 1850 hours, uniformed officers assigned to the Hollenbeck Gang 
Enforcement Detail (GED) observed what they believed to be a “hand to hand” narcotics sale in the 2600 block 
of Cesar Chavez Avenue. When they stopped to investigate, one of the suspects, Jose Corona, ran from the 
officers resulting in a foot pursuit. At the termination of the foot pursuit, a reportable Use of Force occurred 
that included an officer intentionally striking the suspect in the face with the barrel of his pistol. Suspect 
Corona was eventually subdued and taken into custody. 


Suspect Corona received minor medical treatment at scene by members of the Los Angeles Fire Department 
(LAFD) for a small laceration to the left side of his face, but refused to be transported to a hospital for further 
treatment/examination. Corona was transported to Hollenbeck station and then to the Metropolitan Detention 
Center where he was booked for Carrying a Concealed Weapon. 


No officers were injured during the incident. 


At the conclusion of the foot pursuit, Suspect Corona threw a .45 caliber pistol over a chain link fence. That 
pistol was recovered at scene. 


Force Investigation Division (FID) responded and is handling the administrative investigation, 
while Hollenbeck GED is handling the criminal investigation.
